A commodious 
platform , elected 
for the occasion, accommodated 
a dense 
throng and at 11.30 the whole vicinity of the 
Park was black witii a sea of um brellas and 
people. Ex -M ay or Wheeler called the assem ­ 
blag e to order and at precisely 11:35, little 
Fanny Seward, daug hter of General Seward 
and g rand-daug hter of the statesman, touched 
¡i lever and tlie drapery formed by two A m er­ 
ican llg g s tlew from tlie statue and rem ained 
soaring 
above 
it 
suspended 
from 
a 
rope. 
A tlag waved from a neig hboring 
house-top was the sig nal for the tiring of a 
salute of artillery and the ring ing of the 
chimes of St. Peter's. 
The adjournm ent of 
ex ercises was then announced and the crowd 
dispersed, m any of the disting uished g uests 
driving to Fort Hill 
to 
view 
Sew ard's 
tomb. 
The statue is of bronze and rises from a 
pedestal nine feet in heig ht, tlie iig ure of 
Seward being just one-half larg er than life 
dzc. 
it repies'*ntshiia standing in the net of 
delivering h b famous hig her law sentim ent, 
his rig ht "foot ex tended, his-rig ht hand im- 
pressivelv pointing heavenward. 
W ith ped­ 
estal, its heig ht from the g round is 18 feet. 
The sculptor was Walter G. Robinson, of 
Auburn, who was present at the unveiling and 
tlie bronze east was made at Chicopee, Mass 
Tlu* statue is presented to Auburn by citizens 
and upon its cast face islliis inscription: “ P:v- 
s-mied Novem ber 15, 1888, to the City of 
Auburn by tlie townsmen and friends of 
William H. Seward, in commemoration of 
his beneficent life and of his disting uished 
services to the State, to the Nation, and to 
m ankind.” 
T he north face is inscribed : 
•W illiam II. Seward. 1301-1872,” and the 
west face has the last eig ht lines of R an­ 
dolph’s sonnet, viz : 
“ How throug h these y ears ia silence thou hast borne 
The cruel doubt, the slanders of dehate, 
Tin*assassin's knife, and keener Made of scorn 
Wielded liv p aitv in its narrow hate: 
tlo-.v eon Id'st thou pause euelii step to vindicate 
Of litv surpassing work ? tail it Is done 
Freedom enshrined in our reg enerate State, 
Aim they who w ere divided made us one!” 
The south face contains a q uotation from 
William li. Sew ard’s California speech in tlie 
Senate. March 11. 1850. 
Vol I., pag e 74 : 
“ The Constitution reg ulates our stew ard­ 
ship: the Constitution devotes iht- dom ain to 
union, to justice, to defense, to welfare, and 
to liberty . 
But there is a hig her law than 
the Constitution, which reg ulates our author­ 
ity over the dom ain, and devotes it to tlie 
same noble purposes.” 
Below, on tin* base, is tlie one nam e in 
larg e capitals “ Seward.” 
The ex ercises in the Genesee Opera H ouse 
attracted ¡in immense audience.

“ Like him whom it repre­ 
sents,” lie said, “ the statue is distinctively 
American.” 
The form al speecli of presentation to tlie 
City was delivered by Hon. Theodore M. 
Pomeroy . 
He said in subsiahcc: “ It is a 
matter of pride to us, that this loijg ^-contem­ 
plated token of affection from neig hbors and 
friends, lias finally taken'ex pression throug h 
the g enius of one of our own citizens, and 
that it is located upon g round hallowed by 
the associations

Mr. Seward’s whole 
life, 
secuied 
to 
the 
City 
throug h 
his own fam ily and bearing his own nam e. 
Beneath these elms, in closest personal friend­ 
ship with those about him, of all parties and 
of all creeds, in seeming rest and q uiet, lie 
forg ed his thoug hts of eternal rig ht and 
heaven-born principles of hum an g overn 
ment, into the eloq uent and undy ing ex pres­ 
sions, which, when proclaimed to the world, 
were to make for him a life of irrepressible

A u b u r n , N o v. 15.—The ceremony of un 
veiling the Seward statue took place to-day 
in the presence of a large concourse of people, 
including many distinguished guests from 
out of town. 
The W. H. Seward Republi­ 
can Club, of New-York, came in a body. 
The public schools closed for the day and 
several local military and civic organizations 
attended in a body. 
The weather was un- 
propitious and the otit-door exercises, with 
the 
exception of 
the simple act 
of 
unveiling, were 
adjourned to the Opera 
House. 
A commodious 
platform, erected 
for the occasion, accommodated 
a dense 
throng and at 11:30 the whole vicinity of the 
Park was black with a sea of umbrellas aud 
people. Ex-Mayor W heeler called the assem­ 
blage to order and at precisely 11:35, little 
Fanny Seward, daughter of General Seward 
I grand-daughter of the statesman, touched 
i lever and the drapery formed by two Am er­ 
ican Hags Hew from the statue aud remained 
«oaring 
above 
it 
suspended 
from 
a 
rope. 
A flag waved from a neighboring 
house-top was the signal for the firing of a 
ilute of artillery and the ringing of the 
chimes of St. Peter’s. 
Tlie adjournment of 
exercises was then announced and the crowd 
dispersed, many of the distinguished guests 
having to Fort Hill 
1o 
view- 
Seward’s 
tomb. 
The statue is of bronze and rises from a 
pedestal nine feet in height, the figure of 
Seward being just one half larger than life- 
ize. 
It repies’Mitshira standing in the act of 
delivering his famous higher law sentiment, 
his right foot extended, his -right hand im­ 
pressively pointing heavenward. 
W ith ped- 
tal. its height from the ground is 18 feet. 
The sculptor was W alter G. Robinson, of 
Auburn, who was present at the unveiling and 
the bronze cast w as made at Chicopee, Mass 
The statue is presented to Auburn by citizens 
and upon its east face is this inscription: “ Pre­ 
sented November 15, 1888, to the City of 
\u h u rn by the townsmen and friends of 
William H. Seward, in commemoration of 
>is beneficent life and of his distinguished 
services to the State, to the Nation, and to 
m ankind.” 
The north face is inscribed : 
William II. Seward, 1801.-1872," and the 
i'sf face lias the last eight lines of Ran­ 
dolph’s sonnet, viz : 
Ilow through these years ia silence thou bast borne 
The cruel doubt, the slanders of debate, 
Tne assassin's knife, and keener blade of scorn 
W ielded liv party in its narrow hate: 
How eould'st t li.-.ii pause eaeli step to vindicate 
Of tliv surpassing work .- Lol if is done 
Freedom enshrined in our regenerate State, 
Ann they who were divided m ade us one!" 
The south face contains a quotation from 
William II. Seward’s California speech in the 
Senate. March 11, 1*50. 
Vol I., page 74 : 
‘The Constitution regulates our steward­ 
ship: the Constitution devotes the domain lo 
union, to justice, to defense, to welfare, and 
to liberty. 
But there is a higher law than 
the Constitution, whioli regulates our author­ 
ity over the domain, and devotes it to tlie 
same noble purposes.” 
Below-, on the base, is the one name in 
large capitals “ Seward.” 
The exercises in the Genesee Gpcra House 
attracted an immense audience. 
The build­ 
ing 
was profusely decorated. 
Ex-Mayor 
Wheeler presided, and after music by the 
band aud prayer by the Rev. Dr. Braiuard, 
of Si. Peters, made a statement sketching the 
work of the Citizens’ Committee in securing 
the statue, and praising the skillful work of 
the sculptor. 
“ Like him whom it repre­ 
sents,” he said, “ the statue is distinctively 
American.” 
The formal speech of presentation to the 
City was delivered by lion. Theodore M. 
Pomeroy. 
He said in substance: “ It is n

We have pointed out th at in nearly all the m anu­ 
facturing centres of this and other state* the De­ 
mocracy either held its own or made decided gains. 
* * * It is plain th at the Republicans chiefly owe 
their success to the effect of the tariff agitation upon 
the farm ing classes. This supposition is clinched by 
the returns from the distinctively agricultural coun­ 
ties of New York State. — Uttca Observer. 


The above is a mean and w ilful slander on 
the “ manufacturing centres” o f the stale. 
T he assertion is sustained by picking out a 
few isolated districts here and there, like tw o 
wards in U tica or the City of Albany, where 
local causes prevailed over the great question 
of protection. 
The only fair method is to 
take the gains in the m anufacturing counties 
and compare them w ith the entire state. This 
we will endeavor to do. 
The leading m anufacturing counties of the 
state are Albany, Broome, Cayuga, Chemung. 
Clinton,Cortland, Dutchess, Erie, Essex, F u l­ 
ton, Herkimer, Kings, Monroe, Montgomery, 
N ew York, Oneida. Onondaga, Orange, Os­ 
wego, 
Rensselaer, Rockland, Schenectady, 
Ulster, W ayne 
and W estchester. 
These 
counties all contain cities or large towns 
which are manufacturing centres. 
Som e of 
them have a rural population also, but as this 
element is dependent largely upon the fac­ 
tories for its market, it would be quite likely 
to vote for the interest of the factories. 
The twentv-flve counties named above, ac­ 
cording to the table which we published vts 
terday. cast 426.890 votes for Harrison to 
366,337 l'or Biaine. a gain of 60,553. 
This 
gain is 11>I per cent, as any schoolboy can 
demonstrate. 
According to the same table 
the total vote for Harrison in the entire state 
is 639.064 with two small counties to hear 
from which will not add more than 6,000 to 
the Republican colum n. 
Making this allow ­

W ith her, 
brass eannot^countorfeit brain, nor a super 
Unity of words hide a scarcity of ideas. 
Her 
votaries need not expect featherbed accom 
modations, nor a strawberry and-cream diet 
She tempers not the winds of adversity to the 
overcoat in the pawnshop, nor brings success 
to the laggard, the drone or the unworthy. 
There is no profession in which the sham or 
the shirk is less likely to succeed than in jour­ 
nalism. 
From the humblest country editor, 
who harnesses his devil to the hand press, 
to his 
more 
favored city brother, 
who 
rides cross-legged 
in 
the .elevator and 
is 
never 
forced 
to 
straddle 
the 
Imm­ 
ing issue of prohibition or lose a subscriber, 
tiiis assertion applies absolutely and rigorous­ 
ly. 
Journalism is the world’s most thorough 
democracy, 
in it, the man who carries his 
capital in his hat is more than the equal of 
him who carries it in his pocket. The friend­ 
less breather of the trrfe afflatus can climb 
from the lowest drudgery of the basement to 
llie highest editorial tower, while all the pol­ 
ish of the end-man’s mmstrcl bones cannot 
prevail to lift an intruder above the waste 
basket. 
Every man who edits a newspaper is not a 
newspaper man. 
The real newspaper is cre­ 
ated, not manufactured. 
The brightest of 
journalism is not bought, neither can it be 
sold. 
Its glamour lurks in blood and brain; 
the spell of its enchantment lasts with life it­ 
self. 
It is a profession demanding peculiar 
qualifications, and calling into exercise a line 
eft talent exclusively its own. 
The ability of 
a Webster cannot supplant the nose for news, 
nor tiic genius of a Burke minister to minds 
that subtle mental diet which enlarges and 
elevates, while amusing them. 
The joys of journalism are peculiarly its 
own. 
The pure delight of a well-trained 
paragraph, the happy consciousness of a 
timely leader, the restful satisfaction of work 
well and thoroughly done, and appreciated 
by those for whom it is done, the children of 
his brain growing in favor, and waxing 
strong in public esteem—these are indeed 
pleasures which none but the newspaper man 
knows, and .which repay weary hours of toil 
and sacrifice to a profession which grinds the 
lift and wears the energy as docs no other. 
The newspaper man is a necessity, evolved 
of civilization, intelligence and progression. 
Begotten neither in the age of chivalry, when 
the right of brain had yielded to the might 
of brawn, nor yet in that more remote Dar­ 
winian period when our ancestors surveyed 
the universe from the tree tops, aud mon­ 
keyed around the woods as best they could 
for a living, this modern answer of demand 
for 
supply, this 
pro’essional 
descendant 
of the humble Guttenberg printer, stands to­ 
day the sentinel upon ttie housetops for all 
human advancement. 
Nio uncrowned mar- 
try 
ever 
deserved 
more, 
or 
received 
less, 
tlihii 
he 
does. 
He 
must 
work 
for his friends and forget that he has ene­ 
mies. 
He must bear the sins of others, and 
an occasional small transgression of his own. 
He must have the patience of Job, and the 
preseverance of all the saints. 
He must hob 
nob with the greatness he created, and which 
long since had forgotten its creator. He must 
hide the littleness "of big men. lie must thrive 
on promises, fatten on stove wood, aud bless 
God in every issue that his lot is cast 
among 
the 
best 
people the world ever 
saw. 
He must have a carefully reserved 
and preserved fund of modesty, compounded 
with an expanse of cheek that #fen adversity 
cannot strike without disaster to itself. 
He 
must he at home on all subjects from a horse 
to (lie Wars of R oses, from politics to re­ 
ligion. 
He must be an encyclopedia, a pack 
horse, a step-ladder, a hank in which all pri­ 
vate secrets and public trusts are deposited— 
and above all things, 
aud at all times, lie 
must be a gentleman. 
For successful newspaper work, honesty is 
to be more desired than brains. 
Honesty is 
always honorable and honored, even though 
it be pig-headed. 
Without it, the brainy man 
is a royal shin, lacking both anchor and rud­ 
der. 
It is not the brilliant man, nor the 
learned man, nor the great man, who is the 
noblest work of God’s hand. 
And this hou- 
esty must include the public and not exclude 
himself. 
In all tilings— save marriage no­ 
tices, at all times— except in swearing to his 
circulation, inflexible honesty should be his 
rule. 
lie may not number the summer 
friends of a more pliant nature, but he will 
win the respect, and eventually the esteem, of 
those* who differ with him. 
Through all the woof and warp of this 
editorial being should permeate the tinctur­ 
ing of a sound, keen common seusfe. No life 
can be perfectly rounded which has not com­ 
mon sense for its basis. 
The newspaper man 
must bring it to hear on every phase of his 
existence. 
He must use it in dealing with 
great events, as well as liis washerwoman. 
Failing in ibis, he will soon be the possessor 
of a circulation walked out of between 
meals, and himself shiftless when his walk 
begins. 
He cannot butt against reason, or at­ 
tempt to lead common sense by the nose be­ 
cause of bis fancied ability to hold on to the 
nose. 
Another prime quality to success in news­ 
paper life is energy. 
It matters not how in­ 
corruptible the honesty, how bright the 
talent, how worthy the man, the talents will 
rust, honesty w ill prove a mill stone, the man 
himself run to seed, if lie is not up and doing. 
Fame 
must 
be 
wooed. 
Wealth 
must 
be won. 
Nothing in life, from the nour 
ishruent 
the 
infant 
draws 
from 
the 
maternal breast to the blushing 
maiden 
he draws to his own, comes without asking. 
The newspaper man can lay down liis energy 
when lie puts on his shroud—not before. 
When to the qualities enumerated are added 
a fear of nothing but God, a love for nothing 
hut man, a heart devoid of malice, a pure 
mind, a devotion to duty for duty’s sake, 
then, indeed, we have the perfect newspaper 
man.— /.

One p rovision dealer to ld .m e that he had 
sold over 30 sacks of salt to lie use d in the 
m anufacture of sauer kraut. 
Peop le have 
different m ethods of keep ing cabbage for 
w inter use. Some bury them in the ground, 
leaving the stalks sticking out as a mark 
where to find them . 
O thers dig holes and 
p ut barrels in them. 
The barrels are filled 
w ith cabbage and a cloth p ut over the top . 
T he vegetable is p reserved very good in this 
way. 
A cold cellar is also a good p lace to 
keep cabbage.

“ Cabbage is cabbage this year and no mis­ 
take. 
I have handled heads that weighed 2Í 
pounds each. 
The cause of 
this large 
growth is due to tde long season of wet 
weather. 
The average price of the vegetable 
is $4 per 100 heads. 
No man need starve 
when he can get a 22-pound head of cabbage 
for five or six cent?.' Just now in this City 
the hum of the ?auer kraut machine is heard. 
One provision dealer told.m e that he had 
sold over 80 sacks of salt to lie used in the 
mauufacture óf sauer kraut. 
People have 
different methods of keeping cabbage for 
winter use. Some bury them in the ground, 
leaving the stalks sticking out as a mark 
where to find them. 
Others dig holes and 
put barrels in them. 
The barrels are filled 
with cabbage and a cloth put over the top. 
The vegetable is preserved very good in this 
way. 
A cold cellar is also a good place to 
keep cabbage. ‘I know families in this town 
who eat cabbage for dinner five times a 
week, and never"grow tired of it.”
